C. S. Fer- 
ris, deputy attorney general of New 
York, following a conference with An- 
drew B. Dougherty, attorney general 
of Michigan, announced he will ask the 
United States Supreme court for per- 
mission to intervene as a party to the 
Michigan suit against 
the Chicago 


Sanitary district and the state of Illi- 
nois. 


The Michigan suit, which contends 


the Great Lakes states are owners of 
all the water and demands that the 
Chicago district be completely prohib- 
ited from diversion, is pending before 
the United States Supreme court. Mr. 
Ferris will appear before that court 
Oct. 
4 to ask normal permission 
to 


join the Michigan suit. 


The abstraction of water through 


the Chicago canal is doing inestimable 
damage to the port of Buffalo and St. 
Lawrence river shipping according to 
Mr. Ferris.

the Mexican authorities. 


Official advices received at the de- 


partment said that Rosenthal had 
been "beaten to death" by the bri- 
gands who had seized him Sunday not 
far from the Mexican capitol and held 
him for $10,000 ransom. The slaying 
followed the killing of two of his cap- 
tors by federal troops.

The body was tak- 
en to Cuernavaca and will be removed 
to Mexico City. • 


EMBASSY GETS LETTER

OUT IN PLANE 


Makes Vain Effort to Land 


Through Fog 1,000 


Feet in Thickness 


Chicago— (/P) —A fuel supply ex- 


hausted by hours of flying above- a 
fog that Thursday night conquered 
three other pilots, forced Charles A. 
Lindbergh to abandon his St. Louis- 
Chicago air mail plane nearly a mile 
above "Wedron, 111, and drop by para- 
chute. "Within an hour he had drop- 
ped across* country to where 
the 


wrecked plane lay .two miles away 
dug out the three pouches of mail 
and arranged their journey for the 
remaining 60 inilep to their Chicago 
destination. 


Lindbergh left his ship after cruis- 


ing for more than two hours above 
the Chicago air mail terminal, from 
which powerful searchlights sought to 
pierce the fog. The drone of the mo- 
tor was heard plainly by officials con- 
cerned over his delayed arrival. 


COULDN'T FIND FIELD 
' 


The pilot, flying for the Robertson 


Air Craft company ot St. Louis, fi- 
nally abandoned .hope- of finding "{he 
field, from which"' three Bother flyers 
turned back for forced landings in a 
wide arc when his fuel supply began 
to run low. 
Circling1 westward, he 


had reached Ottawa before it was nee 
essary to cut In the emergency gasO' 
line tank. He said the altimeter read 
5.000 feet when he saw that the- last 
drop of the emergency was gone, and 
he realized he would have to^'go over 
the side" for the third time in his 
experience. He was still hidden from 
the'earth by fog. 


FOG IS 1,000 FEET THICK 


Lindbergh dropped through the fog 


blanket, which he estimated at 1.000 
feet In thickness, and landed without 
mishap, but during the early part 
of his descent he was in constant 
danger from the falling ship. Wheel- 
ing about the pilot the wings occa- 
sionally came within a few hundred 
feet of his body. 


The first plane forced down by the 


fog that 
hung over a wide 
area 


around Chicago was that .on the na- 
tional air transports route from Dal- 
las. Texas, the pilot landing at Rock- 
falls, 111., early in-the evening. An 
hour later the mail from the Twin 
Cities came down at Spring Valley. 


Pilot Jack Milatzo flew the 160 miles 


from Bryan, Ohio, to Chicago In an 
hour, only to find Chicago entirely 
hidden by the fog and he retraced the 
route. He landed at Bryan with less 
than half a gallon of gasoline.

FRANCE'S HOME DEBT 


Because of discussion about the French, 


debt to the United States many Americans 
have gained the impression that this debt 
is the most serious facing the French peo- 
ple at the present time, the one big ob- 
stacle standing in the way of their re- 
stored prosperity. 
That is far from the 


truth. 


The greater French debt is owed to 


private lenders, in France and abroad— 
what might be called the home debt. 
France has been spending about, sixteen 
billion francs a year more than the French 
government has actually received from 
taxes. The difference has been made up 
either of borrowings in bank notes from 
the Bank of France or in borrowings from 
bond buyers by the sale of French securi- 
ties. 
The more borrowings, the lower 


goes the valne of the franc and the great- 
er is the annual heavy load of fixed inter- 
est owed to lenders. 


Dr. Harold G. }Ioulton. one of the 


foremost American students of foreign 
finances, recently suggested that if France 
acted like any sane financial corporation 
in temporary distress and inability to meet 
•earnings, it would calmly proceed to re- 
duce the interest rate on this home debt, 
say from five to two per cent for a period 
of years. 
"vThen a fundamentally sound 


corporation is facing ; losses in a depres- 
sion period and unable to collect or make 
earnings its bond and stockholders if they 
are sensible prefer to accept the losses in 
lower interest and dividends at the time 
rather than force the corporation to bor- 
row and jeopardize its capital in order to 
pay the usual rate. 


True, that policy -Rould severely hit 


agricultural and middle classes in France 
which have bought government bonds; 
but Dr. Moulton points out that the 
French farmer is one man who in the past 
has successfully shirked his fair share of 
taxation, and that even so far as honest 
taxpaying buyers of these bonds are con- 
cerned they will be better off than if mat- 
ters are allowed to run until the home 
public 'debt of France is wiped out like 
Germany's. 


The new Poincare 
government has 


provided for an increase in taxes, prin- 
cipally of the indirect type, and for a 
sinking fund in short-term -bonds. That 
should help to prevent the debt from 
growing any larger. But the fixed charges 
from money borrowed in desperation at 
high rates remain a bugaboo. If the Amer- 
ican taxpayer who loaned France money 
is willing to see the war debt interest re- 
duced greatly in the debt settlement per- 
haps the French government bondowner 
should be equally ready to make a sacri- 
fice, off the fame type. 


THE CRIME WAVE 


While police officials throughout the 


nation are busy giving out that there are 
no features of the present crime situation 
to be alarmed at and while they are deny- 
inc that any "crime wave" exists, or 
could exist under their well-nigh perfect 
systems of protection, those same officials 
are asking big increases in their depart- 
ment personnel. In New York city the 
present police commissioner has asked 
for. 2.G54 additional patrolmen. If there 
is no crime wave, if there is nothing to 
be alarmed at, why all the additional 
patrolmen? Why, in the city of New York 
alone add an increase of £$.680.984 to 
the police budget, if there is no need for 
it? 


The answer is that here is a need for 


more efficient methods of affording ade- 
quate protection from the underworld 
than exists in most police departments 
today. 
If the commissioners of police 


were to openly declare that a state of 
siege obtained, with the underworld on 
one side and the organized government 
on the other, that would reflect upon 
their efficiency, they reason. But appar- 
ently they do not realize that they give 
themselves away when they ask for more 
men in their departments. 


Afcy-way, the daily papers are a pretty 


good barometer of the status of things in 
the modern world and with pitiless accu- 
racy they record from day to day hold- 
tips, murders and acts of violence which 
prove that the ordinary citizen is more 
and more at the mercy of the underworld, 
that the protection given by the average 
police department is entirely inadequate 
and that most of these departments need, 
not more patrolmen, but a complete reor- 
ganization. >^ot a few police departments 
and sheriffs are in league with bootleg- 
gers, liquored dance halls and other agen- 
cies of commercialized law breaking.

Wright, crop specialist of the Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin college of agricul- 
ture, asserts. 


Refining processes have been 
de- 


veloped too the point where Wiscon- 
sin sugar is as pure as any, he said. 
This state produces fifteen per cent 
of the sugar It consumes. 


Wisconsin has 18.000 ceres of sugar 


beets, the acreage being the same as 
last year. The condition of the crop 
Is "reasonably good." Mr. Wright 
said, although there has been too 
much rain in the last two weeks for 
the best results. 


"Expectations are for a good crop 


provided we have sunshine 
until 


harvest time, which begins about the 
first week in October." he stated. If 
sunshine is lacking .the sugar content 
will be low, he explained. 


The 1926 crop promises a yield of 


from nine to ten tons per acre. Most 
of the acreage is In the lake shore 
countries from the Illinois 
line to 


Green Bay. The refineries that take 
the Wisconsin crop are located 
at 


Menomonie, Mich., Green Bay. Meno- 
mlnee Falls, Wls., and Janesville. The 
refinery at Chlppewa Falls will not 
operate this year, the college of agri- 
culture has been informed. 


Wisconsin ranks about sixth among 


the sugar beet producing states, the 
other leaders being Utah.
